ALLIANCE, Neb,, Feb. 10, 1920,
—To the Hon. Mayor and Members
of the Alllance City Councll.—Gen-
tlemen: I herewith submit my re-|

Electric Light Department |

Thirteen wiring permits were is-
sued during the month, One line ex-
tension was made in the southwest-
ern part of the city, and other exten-
glons are now going in.

FIGG LEAVES NO
HOPE OF CHEAPER
T0GS FOR MEN

(From the Chicago Tribune)

Washinglon, D. C. — (Speclal)—
That no reduction In the prices of
clothing may be expected, and that
they may go higher In 1921, was as-
serted by Ludwig Stein of Chicago,
president of the National Association
of Clothiers, following the confer-
ence of manufacturers, wholesalers,
and retailers of men’'s clothing at the
department of justice,

Mr. Stein's statement indicated
that the department of justice’s eru-
sade against the high cost of cloth-
ing had come to nothing,

Assistant Attorney General H. E.
Figg, with whom the clothing men
c¢onferred, issued a statement which
urged Increased production eco-oper-
ative efforts toward eliminating
waete before material reductions in
price could be anticipated.

Incorporated in Mr. Figg's state-
ment were resolutions adopted by
the eclothing men pledging them-
gelves to co-operate In the prosecu-
tion of profiteers in the clothing
business, but expressing the belief
that there are nore. The department
of justice was asked to make a full
investigation, and If it finds that
clothing wholegalers and retallers
are not profitéeering to issue a state-
ment stating that faet to the publie,
